Kaffir corn chops contain in 100 
pounds 7.0 pounds digestible pro­ 
tein, and it has a productive val­ 
ue of 18.2. Corn chops contain in 
100 pounds, 6.5 pounds of diges­ 
tible protein and has a productive 
value of 20.6. These are average 
values. It is seen from the state 
ment that corn chops are some 
what more valuable in protein anc 
about 10 per cent less valuable 
in fat producing power than or 
dinary corn. As the price of kaf 
fir corn is decidedly less than 90 
per cent of the price of corn chops 
kaffir corn chops is more econo 
mical feed stuff. Since the grains 
of kaffir are small and hard anc 
may escape mastication and diges 
tion, it is always 
advisable 
to 
grind them before feeding, or else 
to feed them as chops. 
Milo chops have very nearly the 
same composition as kaffir chops 
and very nearly the same feeding 
value, although according to av 
erage composition and digestibili 
tv, they have slightly' more feec 
value. 
Thus milo chops have 
digestible protein content of 6. 
pounds in one hundred pounds, 
productive value of 19.1, or 7 per 
cent less than grain.

TO PREVENT SMUT 
OATS AND WHEAT 


Since it is not necessary to go 
into detailed discussion 
of 
the 
kinds of smut or the life history of 
either kind suffice it to say th at 
by proper treatm ent the damage 
by this plant disease can be almost 
blotted out. 
There are several remedies, but 
one will be given in this article, 
however. 
This is known as the Formalin 
treatm ent and is as follows: One 
pint of formalin to 45 gallons of 
water. 
The formalin should be 
40 per cent solution and if is weak­ 
er than that you will get poor re­ 
sults. 
The above 
amount 
will 
treat about 30 bushels of 
grain. 
The grain may be placed on a sheet 
or tarpaulin and sprinkled with 
the solution until w et; then cover 
and let stay over night when it 
may be drilled. 
Several farmers have tried the 
treatm ent of their grain in this 
section for smut with surprising 
results. The eost is very little.

The Necessity and Justice

The raoHt important event of the 
month in the iinancial world haH 
been the visit of the British and 
French 
commissioners 
charged 
with the negotiation of a loan for 
the purpose of stabilizing exchange 
between the United States and the 
two countries, and enabling 
the 
'atter to pay for commodities pur- 
hased here. 
The purpose of this loan so far 
as American bankers are concern­ 
ed, is the protection and support 
of this country’s regular 
trade, 
which is threatened by the unset­ 
tled state of the foreign exchanges. 
It has been apparent for some time 
that something must be done to 
create credits in the United States 
against which our foreign custom­ 
ers can draw in payment for their 
purchases, or that the purchases 
must be reduced. 
The Exchange Situation. 
This difficulty about making in­ 
ternational payments must be dis­ 
tinguished from 
any 
ordinary 
problem. 
A would-be buyer in 
London might have ample funds 
to his credit in a London bank, 
against which he could draw for 
payment at home, but he could not 
use it for payment in New York, 
unless he could find someone who 
would take it in exchange for a 
New York Credit. In other words 
it is not a problem of raising mon 
ey, but a problem of exchange. 
Ultimately, settlements must be 
made by the transfer of some kind 
^ of property. Ordinarily 
exports 
and imports so nearly balance that 
the difference is settled by ship­ 
ments of gold or the temporary 
use of bank credit, but with mon­ 
thly

$100,000,000 this method is imprac­ 
ticable. The sale of American se­ 
curities in this market is another 
method, but these securities are in

This 
is the natural corrective for the 
unbalanced state of trade, and if 
nothing is done by organized ef­ 
fort to create an additional supply 
of credit here against which for 
eign drafts may be drawn, the dis­ 
parity between foreign money and 
United States money will continue 
to increase, until there is a suffi­ 
cient reduction of our exports, or 
increase in our imports, to estab­ 
lish an equilibrium. 
The fall in the pound sterling to 
$4.40 occurred despite heavy ship­ 
ments of gold and securities, anc 
the recovery to higher levels was 
doubtless due to the negotiations 
for credits that have been since go 
ing on. Nobody can tell where the 
rate would go to if the efforts to 
ereate the credit should fail, but 
it would have to fall until an equil

America’s Problem. 
It is evident that this country 
has another and different interest 
in this loan from that of a lender. 
It is interested as a country with 
$2,700,000,000 worth of goods to 
sell abroad in providing the cred­ 
its by which the balances may be 
settled, and by which a stable bas­ 
is for the entire trade may be main 
tained. 
Not only the amount of 
sales represented by the balances 
is aeffcted, but practically all of 
them, at least so far as influence 
upon prices is concerned. And 
great volume of domestic trade is 
directly dependent upon a 
free 
movement of our surplus products 
to foreign markets. 
It is held by some people tha 
our trade will go on, somehow, be 
cause, as they say, the purchases 
must be made. 
But a one sidec 
trade can not go on without the 
help of credit. There must be pay 
ment of some kind. W hen a partia 
crop failure occurs in one of our 
states, the purchases of that local 
ity are necessarily curtailed, un 
less the people can command crec 
it outside. The people of 
Grea 
Britain cannot send their lands or 
houses, or their railways and other 
fixed w’ealth to the United States 
the only thing they can do prom pt­ 
ly is to use their government cred­ 
it. 
The Neutrality Question. 
There are people, who, either be­ 
cause their sympathies are against 
the Anglo-French Allies, or 
be­ 
cause the loan seems to them in­ 
consistent with strict neutrality, 
or because they think it will tend 
o prolong the war, are opposed to 
he transaction. We believe these 
views are due to mistaken empha­ 
sis upon the relations of the loan 
to foreign interests, and failure to 
appreciate its relations to domestic 
interests. 
The war is so stupendous an af­ 
fair that business 
all over the 
world is affected by it and more or 
ess related to it. Anything that 
this country may do, or refuse to 
do, is likely to have some bearing 
on the war, and affect the combat 
ants unequally. We cannot be gov 
erned by such considerations when 
our own interests are concerned 
and we are certainly within our 
rights. 
It is not desirable or for 
the good of the w’orld that the 
rights of neutrals shall be aban­ 
doned, and there would seem to be 
no better rule for the observance 
of a consistent and just neutrality 
than to put American interests 
first where it can be done under 
the clear authority of internation­ 
al law. 
It would not be neutral­ 
ity for this country to sacrifice its 
own interests to serve the inter­ 
ests of one of the belligerents; on 
the contrary it would be an extra­ 
ordinary act of favoritism. 
The people of this country had 
a great foreign trade before the

All mem 
lers of the syndicate will be upon

The proceedes of the 
oan will be employed exclusively 
in America, no money leaving the 
country.

EDUCATIONAL AND DEMON­ 
STRATION AL CHOLERA WORK 


To the Farmers of Comanche Co.: 
Fanners themselves can do much 
toward preventing the speed of 
hog cholera, thus placing swine- 
raising and feeding on a firmer 
and more profitable basis. 
To 
this end the following suggestions 
are offered: 
To Keep Hog Cholera from Reach­ 
ing Your Herd. 
Locate your hog lots and pastur­ 
es away from streams ad public 
highways, and do not allow the 
hogs to run free range. 
Do not visit your neighbor o r , 
allow him to visit you, if either of 
you have hog cholera on your pre­ 
mises. 
Do not drive into hog lots when 
returning from market or 
after 
driving on public highways. 
Do not use hog lots for yarding 
wagons and farm implements. 
Do not place newly purchased 
stock, stock secured or loaned for 
breeding purposes, or stock exhib­ 
ited at county fairs, with your 
herd. 
Keep such stock quaran­ 
tined at least two weeks, and use 
care to prevent, caring infection 
from these to other pens in feed­ 
ing stock. 
Burn to ashes or 
cover 
with 
quick lime and burn under four 
feet of earth all dead animals and 
the viscera removed from animals 
at butchering time, because they 
attract the attention of buzzards, 
dogs, etc., which are liable to car­ 
ry hog cholera infection.

»Single-stalk cotton culture has 
proved more satisfactory than oth­ 
er systems of culture in 
various 
sections of the cotton belt and un­ 
der certain conditions because it 
has been found that it promotes 
earliness and increases the acre 
yield. In regions which have short 
seasons or are infested with the 
boll weevil, increased earliness is 
a factor of a especial importance. 
The principles are involved in 
single-stalk eotton culture, name­ 
ly, late thinning and short spaces 
between the plants in the row. The 
late thinning suppresses the vege­ 
tative branches and restricts the 
size of the plants so that they can 
be left from 6 to 12 inches apart 
without injurious crowding. This 
enables the row space to be utiliz­ 
ed more efficiently, 
and 
higher 
yields in consequence are obtain­

Under such circum­ 
stances single-stalk culture 
pos­ 
sesses advantages t hat can not be 
overlooked. 
In Department Bulletin No. 279, 
the results of recent experiments 
conducted by the department at 
San Antonio in single-stalk cul­ 
ture are set forth in some detail. 
The single-stalk and wide spaced 
systems of culture w'ere compared 
in alternate single rows, in alter­ 
nate blocks of four rows-each, and 
again in alternating rows 3, 4, 5, 
and 6 feet apart. The plants were 
thinned early, late, and very late 
to various distances apart. 
The 
results of these experiments show­ 
ed that while there were 
fewer 
bolls on the single stalk plants, the 
difference was more than made 
good by the greater number of 
plants in the single-stalk rows. 
The single-stalk rows set from 
47 to. 149 per cent more bolls than 
adjoining wide-spaced rows, and 
differences in yields were in about 
the same proportion. In alternate- 
row planting the single stalk f*>ws 
yielded from 63 to 227 per cent
